“No gamtiling or betting, execfit lietween iiiijl- 
vidiials. will 1 m' permitted on the firemises. No 
Ix’ts. even iM’tween imiividiials. will lie allowed on 
Hie firemises exi-ept on the condition that each de- 
fvisit Hic amount of their wager in easli with tho 
assiK'iation at the time tlie wager is made. 

“Tile association will deduct from the aggregate 
amount 5 imt cent, for Hie purpose of protecting 
tlie iniblic and fixing the responsildlity of individual 
tad ling. The records of the court sliow that the 
individual wagering on the old Metairie course w.a.s 
attended li.v differeiico. wliich often resulted in 
lawsuits, wliich. under this methoil, is oliviated. 

“Irresfionsible iiersoiis. track officials or such per- 
sons as the assiK'iation sees fit to firevent wagering 
will not be allowed to wager, iilacing the propo.-il- 
tion iifMin the lines, in my estimation, desired by 
tliose who wore Interested in the pa.ssiiig of tho 
LiK-ke tiill. That is. we arc not assisting, aiding, 
encouraging or abetting wagering, for the reason 
that tlie association fieiializcs it. 

“.Act No. .17 of 190S is as follows: 

“ ‘Act No. .17. an act to prohibit gambling on 
horso races by the oiieration of betting books. French 
muliiel (MHiliiig devices, auction po<ds. or any other 
device, and to provide peiiaUies for the violation of 
the provisions thereof. 

“ ‘Be it enacted h.v the General Assembtv of the 
Stale of I»ii!siann; Tliat an.y person who. either as 
agent, owner, officer or employe shall. In any room, 
hall, house or any Inclosiirc. or upon any track, path, 
road or eourse, whether within or without an in- 
clotJtire In this state, engage in encouraging, pro- 
moting. aiding or assisting in the operation of a 
betting book, or a French mntiicl pooling devlee. 
upon any kind of horso race or races, or in selling 
auction pools upon any horse race which are hereby 
declared to be gambling, or shall, by any other 
devlee, encourage, promote, aid or assist any person 
or persons to bet or wager upon a horse race or 
races, mn or trotted: or paced, within this state or 
elsewhere, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall he fined not less than $100, nor

a liiiito .stake ovor iniloiholla. tvliicli had been tried 
Cl oortainty. and she oanic in alone. 

There was an iniineii.se Min over Li'eliircr, Lord

The most sensational raee Mas that Mon by Lion- 
ess. as it led to unpleasant d(*veioiinienls wtiieh imd 
far-reaehinst n-siilts. (Vdonel iniseh>y IJi;r:;in.s. Mho 
Mas one of the most iiopiilar meml«-rs of the .loekey 
Chih set. had been for sonn* lime ihi intiniale terms 
Mitli .lames 'Merry. He Mas eoii.siilfed as to tlie 
rnnnim; of Mr. M< rry’s Itorses and Mas onite beliind 
tlie s(‘em-s in the stalde taetie.s. Idoiiess Mas svs- 
ti'inatieiilly "steadied” Mitli a vioM" to lier M'iiiiiin:; 
tlie t'esareMi tell, tlie coup haviii:; tss-n for s«‘vrral 
nioullis in eoTitenitdation. lint on tills iH-easion not 
onl.v Mas Ccdoiiel Hifritins kept in tUe dark, but be 
niaiiitaiiied tliat he had Is'cn delilmrately misled .and 
tlial. not oiil.y had he lieeii put off baekinj: the marc 
liimself, blit he had tirevented many of his acuuain- 
latP'es from su|i|K>rtin? her. 

Mr. Merry, as M'as said of a eelelirated tiirf lae- 
tieian. had laam “as sly as a fo.x and as mute as a 
markerel.” The fact M-as tliat lie K.ive liis cutn- 
missioM to a sliroM’d man. mIio undertisik it only on 
riM-elviiitf a most solemn promise tliat not a Mord 
slioiild be uttered in recomuiendatiori of Tdon-v-s 
nnlil Hie iiiimbers Mere up. .Mr. .Merry earefii11.y 
held ids (onttiie and altiioiiirli Lioness M'as ohvioii.-Iy 
Is-imr backed for a streat ih'al of money, neitlier Col- 
onel Hi^srins nor anyone else received a particle of 
eiieonrairement from tlie owner. 

When Uie nuniliers Mere hoisted. .Mr. Merry baiked 
out lor Colonel Ili.itKins- hut in tliose days it was 
easy for men to miss eaeli oilier at Newmarket 
.pist before .siieh a Idi: raee. due would l>» in llio 
Birdease. and Hie oHier ini.ulit lie at Hie riii«. or in 
Hie crowd of liorseinen. or in a earriaKO liy the vo|ie.s.

;:oiid old days iK'fore the sorry mntiiu; of raeini: 
M'itli lui.-'iness. A iiiateh M'as a truly sport injr event : 
sL'ikes Mere heavy, vast sums were liet and the 
exeilemeiit of Hie rail* Mould stir the M'hole nation. 

So mill'll iH'oiierty Mas lost hy Hio “treiil lemeii of 
the south” to the “stentleinen of Hie norlli” oviT a 
niati'li I'liii at Newiiiarket at the daMii of the cIkIii- 
eeiiHi eentiir.v, says the 1/ondon Eveiiius; Standard, 
thill tlie statute of Oueen .Vnne mu.s euaeled to re- 
strict Im-IHiii:. Yet in IT."*!) a Captain Shiifto m'oii 
S so.iKMi by M'inniiitt a bi't that lie Mould not couiplele 
lifly miles in tM'o lionrs M'itli ns many horses us lie 
plea.sed. -\iid in ISDG the .sportirm and salhiiit Col- 
onel .Mellish lost bets to Hie tune of $liMl.0<X) in a 
mateli for .$10.taKl — bis horse breaking down M'hen 
victory stsuiied assured. When in 1709 Sir H. Vaiie- 
'Teniis-st's Hanibletonian was niatelie<l asainst Dia- 
mond for .?li>,0<)0 at Newmarket, the place Mas so 
crowded with visitors that not a lied was to be had 
M'ltliiu twenty inih's. 

One hundred thousand people a.sseniMed to see a 
lad.v ride in a match at Vorke in 1S04 a-jainst a 
spifrtsmiin of eelelirity and $1,000,000 was said at tlie 
least to depend on the result. The lady’s horse — nearly 
twenty years old — was iM-aten. 'The last of these 
memorable sportins events to aroii.se an Interest 
throuKli the whole country took place In 1851 when 
Ixird Eirlitijiton's Flyinj? Dutchman beat liOrd Zet- 
land’s Voltliienr at York. 

A jrreat deal of money has ehnnped hands over 
iiiatehes in which ridi'rs have undertaken to cover 
tM'ont.v miles in the hour, a feat often performed 
successfully. A ttveat perfonuanee was that of a 
tealUerweiKht jockey who, at Newmarket la 1780, 



rode ii horse iM'iiity-lhiiH' miles in Imo or Hiree 
minutes under Hie Inmr. The Earl of Miitch “nld 
tj.” — M'iis on Hie M'iiminit side of a siiortim; niiileh 
for .f.'i.OiHi ill I7.'i<>. M'hen “a l•.•ln'iIl;^e mIHi four 
riiniiiii;.; M'lieels iiiid a person in it” m'iis to be draM'ii 
by four horses niiielccii miles in an hour. The 
match Mas m'oii in lif l.v-lliive minutes iHid iMciiiy- 
sevcii seconds, and a Ki'aiid si"lit it must liavc been 
to see tlie four horses and their riders seitinc; up 
such a I'eeol'il. 

.\ Kt'cat ride Mas that of a .Mr. Lipscom'ie. mIio. 
ill lx”4. carried niiiet.v miles in four hours aud 
lift.v-Hiree minutes on ei.irhl horses. Tliat famous 
all riuiiid sporrsman. Sipiire Osbaideston, performed 
a marvelous feat in ls.'!l Mlieii, liavimt imdei'lalieii 
to ride Him) miles in leii lioiirs for .$.5,000 a 
sid(‘. to say iiotliiii!; of tiel.s, be finished in eiaht 
lioiu's :ind Hiii'ly-nine minutes “as Kiiy as a lark." 
He M'as forly-timr .years of a«:e and M'ei;;iied over 
eleven stone, yet one of his tiveiity e;a:lit horses ear- 
I'ied him four miles in eittht niiiiiiles. For several 
riders Hie I'laim has been made that they have ridden 
l.OtHi miles in l.lKlo sneressive lioiii's; and in L''''."! 
.1. I'avies drove one Imrse in a dopreart l.OOo miles 
in nineteen days, an iiverasje of lifly-tM'o miles a 
day. 

Some very olil matches lind a tdaee in Hie annals 
of the (ni'f and tlie road. Has not NeMinarkel 
Healli seen “y:ee.se raei-s” in Hie days of I.ords 
UiH'kin:;li.im and OrfordV .\t Y'ork. in Hie middle of 
Hie eiirliteeiilh l•eIltm'y, a Iriek rider rmle one mile 
slaiidini; iiiu'iprlit on hoiseliaek for $.500: lie 

M'.is allowed three niiiiules and I'lnle honie M'ith 
ei:;hteen seconds ill hand. At Hie end of the eenlury 
all ollieer trolled fifteen miles from Chelmsfoi'd to 
DiintnoM' in I lioiir !l iiiiniiles. ids face to Ids liorsc’s 
liiil. In 1.MM1 a naval ollieer rode a Idind liorso 
around Slieerness raee course for a M'aKer. Hie <on 
dilions iieiiip: that lie slioiild not toiieli tho reins 
M'itli Ids liaiiils. 'rids. lioMever. did not iirevent liiiii 
from liaviuK the reins fastened to ids feet. 

To Malk lift.v miles, drive tifl.v miles and ride 
fifty miles in tMeiity-foiir eonseeutive hours Mas ii 
task lii.'it Caidaiii I’olliiil easily ueeomidisip'd in 
1so(; willi iM-arly five lioiirs to spare. In onr own 
time. 1H91, .1. I!. U.'idi'lilTe sueeeedial in roM'imt a 
Oiiarter of a mile and in sM'iniiiiin;', rniinin;;. ej'eliiiK 
and ridiiiK a horse the same distance all M'illiin the 
space of fifteen niiiiiites. .Merely to think of such a 
feat is enouKh to make one tired.
